der American Flag 


A brct'ier of John Kaczor, who 


moved from Milwaukee to .Junction 
City, thi.i county, two months antl a 
half ago and started a meat market 
there, died on May 14 in Franco from 
injuries received whiL- fighting for 
the American cause, according to the 
following telegram from the office of 
the adjutant general at Washington 
under'date of May 31: 


"Deeply regret to inform you that 


it is officially reported that Sergeant 
Joseph Kaczor, machine gup batta- 
lion, died May 14 from wounds re- 
ceived in action." 


The telegram was directed to John 


Kaczor at Milwaukee and was for- 
warded to him by mail. He was in 
the city today and interviewed A. E. 
Bourn, secretary of the local exemp- 
tion board, regarding what action to 
take to obtain further information. 
Mr. Bourn wrote a letter for him to 
the adjutant general's office. 


The dead soldier was 36 years of 


age, a native of Austria and of Pol- 
ish descent. 
He lived in this country 


20 years and was serving his second 
enlistment in the regular army when 
killed. 
He was with Gen. Pershing 


in the Mexican campaign and was one 
of the first members of the Ameri- 
can Expeditionary Forces to be sent 
to France. 


Surviving are his brother, John, of 


Junction City, another brother, Ig- 
natz, who joined the American army 
last May and is now in Frunce, and 
a sister, Mrs. Victoria Kazmioczak, 
of Milwaukee.

But the fact remains that relatives 
of American soldiers traveling acros* 
3,000 miles of watery waste are great- 
ly relieved when they get the news 
of the safe arrival of their loved ones 
abroad. 


Remember that what counts is not 
how much a person gives to patriotic 
causes, but how much a person gives 
in proportion to his means. 
Fund- 


raising campaigns such as that of 
the Red Cross uncover shining ex- 
amples of patriotism where least ex- 
pected. 
And likewise they make a 


good many self-satisfied "patriots" 
wince by touching their tenderest spot 
—their pocketbook. 


The departure 
of 100 Portage 


•county selectmen recently for Camp 
Grant, 111., where they will be trained 
•as members of America's mighty 
army, is but an incident of the great 
war. But nevertheless, as the flow of 
sturdy, patriotic young men out of the 
county's social and industrial life into 
tike military service continues, the 
cumulative effect is of vital concern 
to every resident of the county. 


Up to date well onto a thousand of 


the cleanest and most substantial 
young men-of the county have res- 
ponded to the nation's call. And the 
end is not yet—scores, perhaps hun- 
dreds, of men who are still a part of 
the civilian population of the county 
are likely to be called before an hon- 
orable peace, a peace that will guar- 
antee the world's future, is attained. 
We must remember that what Amer- 
ica has done in the war thus far has 
been largely along the line of prep- 
aration; that she has "not yet begun 
to fight." 
One important lesson to be brought 


home by the withdrawal of men oc- 
casioned by the war, is that idleness 
is, in effect, one brand of disloyalty. 
"Work or fight" is the war depart- 
ment's order to men of draft age, but 
the thought is applicable to men of 
other ages as well.

body can shoulder a gun, but there is 
no 
excuse 
for 
a 
man, who 


is physically able, refusing to help 
keep the wheels of industry moving. 
The man who does himself the little 
odd jobs he had formerly hired some- 
one else to do, is releasing for service 
elsewhere labor that may fill up holes 
in our hard pressed industrial struc- 
ture. 


Memorial Day was born of a war 


fought that this nation, under God, 
should have a new birth of freedom, 
and that government of the people, 
for the people and by the people shall 
not perish from the earth. 


A half a century and more has 
passed since that immortal utterance. 
Now the nation is again in arms, to 
fight that "the world may be made 
safe for democracy." 
Then, the young republic, struggl- 


ing upward toward its vision of free* 
dom, learned through the bitter tra- 
vail of Civil war that the nation could 
not exist half slave and half free. The 
vision has broadened with the wid- 
ening years. Then it was for the free- 
dom of a race the nation fought. Now 
the sword is drawn for the imperiled 
liberty of the world. 
The natal day of our independence 


we have been wont to celebrate with 
loud acclaim and vaunting pride. Me- 
morial day ever has been our time for 
solemn contemplation. Another Me- 
morial day has passed, and as Amer- 
ica lay its flowers on the grave of 
its soldier dead, it heard again that 
revered voice from the slopes of Get- 
tysburg bidding us to be not unmind- 
ful that "it is rather for us to be here 
dedicated to the great task remaining 
before us. that from these honored 
dead we take increased devotion to 
that cause for which they gave the 
last full measure of devotion; that we 
her* highly resolve that these dead 
shall not have died in vain." 


A beautiful, a poetic symbolism 


Memorial day had come to be to us: 
The people who walk with slow steps 
in the quiet cemeteries, the children 
in their whit* dresses who with loving 
hands place wreaths "alike for the 
friend and the foe." the venerable men 
who are the links that bind us to an 
r~* long gone, and, as we believed, 
forfver gone, when nation warred 
with nation and Wood lust grew in 
hearts that had thrilled at the sight 
of the same flag.

den significance has Memorial day 


Now that the Red Cross drive Is 


over, the day for signing pledges for 
the War Savings campaign draws 
near.

UTILIZE REJECTED MEN 


Draft Registrants Barred From Army 


Because of Minor Physical De- 


fects Must Serve 
_ 


Washington, D. C., May 29.—Two 


hundred thousand men of draft age, 
who, 
because of minor physical de- 


fects have been held by examining 
surgeons over the country for limited 
military service, are to be employed in 
producing or handling equipment for 
the army. 
Provost Marshal General Crowder 


announced tonight that the army staff 
corps will utilize the service of these 
registrants and thus release fighting 
men for the front line. 


Gen. 
Crowder today issued the first 


call under the new plan. Orders went 
forth to governors of states for up- 
wards of 9,000 men for service in 
spruce production for airplanes. The 
men will be allowed to volunteer until 
June 6. After that date a report will 
be made to the provost marshal gen- 
eral and if there are not sufficient 
volunteers, allotments will be made 
to the various states to be filled by 
involuntary inductment.

MUST SAVE 38 BABIES IN 


PORTAGE COUNTY 


Uncle Sam has given Portage coun- 


ty another big job to add to the rest 
of its work.* Like that of the Red 
Cross, this is a task of mercy. Port- 
age county is asked to save the lives 
of 38 children under five years of age 
this year. 
Such is the word which 


has come from the U. S. Government 
to the people of Portage county. 


Some time ago we called attention 


in this column to the action of the 
Federal Children's Bureau in naming 
the second year of the war the "Chil- 
dren's Year" and in urging that so- 


welfare activities center about 
nation's 
youngest 
citizens. 


"What," the Children's Bureau has 
asked, "does it profit a nation to gain 
the whole world and lose the little 
children for whom it is fighting?" 
Baby specialists hold that, through 
the utilization of our present knowl- 
edge, available but insufficiently em- 
ployed, one-half of the deaths among 
young children can be prevented. 
"Let us prevent at least one-third of 
them," says the childreh's Bureau. 
This means the saving of 100,000 lives 
in the United States, 2,410 lives in 
Wisconsin and 38 in Portage county. 
It would be a glorious thing to over- 
subscribe our quota as we have done 
in all campaigns. 


Some people believe that rural Wis- 


consin has no infant welfare problem. 
Death records give the lie to this op- 
timistic delusion. 
Every Wisconsin 


county—this is said with full knowl- 
edge of arguments advanced to the 
contrary—his its 
infant mortality 


problem. 


How to meet it differs, it is true, 


in the country and in the city. The 
women's committees of the country 
councils of defense have been given 
the job of administering "Children's 
Year." In cities and towns, existing 
social agencies will combine and sub- 
divide work in the interest of the chil- 
dren. 
In rural regions, success or 


failure in this war work rests largely 
with the individual parents. The chil- 
dren not only need enough food, but 
the right kind, prepared in the right 
way. 
They need fresh air in the 


house as well as outside. 
Keeping 


the water supply, the milk supply and 
the school free from contagion is of- 
ten an individual rather than a com- 
munity matter in the country. Above 
all, it is the individual parent's res- 
ponsibility, it his children do contract 
contagious disease, to make it impos- 
sible for them to become centers for 
its futher spread.

Hofsoos and Postmaster Alex Krembs 
will be in charge and all women re- 
siding in the city or on rural routes 
leading out of Stevens Point, who are 
subject to the provisions of the re- 
gulations, should report to them dur- 
ing the period designated. 


The registration of the women will 


be alonj? the some line.* as the regis- 
tration of German alien men a cou- 
ple of months ago. Like the men, the 
women will be required to .answer 
many questions and to furnish four 
recent 
bust 
photographs, 
size 3x3 


inches on light background, of them- 
selves without hat or other head cov- 
ering. 
Finger prints of each regis- 


trant will also be taken. 


Every female resident of the Unit- 


ed States 14 years of age or older, 
who is a subject of the Imperial Ger- 
man government, is required to regis- 
ter. 
The marriage prior to April 6, 


1917, of a German alien female to a 
citizen of the United States, natur- 
alizes her as an American citizen. 
Likewise, an American women who 
has married a foreigner takes the 
nationally of her husband. 


Registration cards will be issued 


at the city offices not sooner than 10 
days or later than 15 days after re- 
gistration, and each registrant must 
call in person for her card.

imes. 


It i? the first duty of every com- 


mercial employe to become familiar 
with commercial routines. 
It is then 


possible to talk to subscribers with a 
knowledge of the subject ur.der dis- 
•ussion. 


Promptness, which i? one of the es- 


sentials of good sen-ice in the oper- 
ating department, al?o applies to 
•ommercial office employes. 


Be alert at all times. 
When the 


telephone bell ring?, answer the call 
promptly. 
If a subscriber is paying 


his account or desires to place a long- 
distance call, do not allow him to 
wait at the counter until you have 
finished the particular work that you 
have begun. Discoantinue other work 
promptly. Be energetic and indicate 
to the patron that you desire and ar< 
ready to wry*' •^ V** you ***• ^ 
merely waiting on him because it is 
vour duty. Much depends on the «t- 
titude of the employe, 


Whrn answering calls, give the 


name of the department called. Do 
not use such expressions as. ''Waif 
N minute" or "Just a minute," et« 
When necessary to ask a patron to 
wait at the telephone say, "Will you 
hold the line, please?"
